The ent officers detatied by Cap- 
tain of Police Broadhead to invest!- 
gate the charges made by the girl, 
that she had been deliberately kept a 


prisoner by an unknown Italian, have 


Deen ordered to cease their efforts to 
locate a man answering the descrip- 
tion given by the little miss. 

It is now definifely known that the 
girl has deliberately falsified in every 
important detail connected with her 
absence of several days from home. 

Little Mary Boehme presents an en- 
tirely new study in human nature for 
the local police d t. 

What is the ulterior motive, if any. 
which has resulted in precipitating the 
entire department into a state of 
chaos? Did the girl deliberately le 
because she desired to shield some 
person or persons, and who are the 
men whose identity is wnknown? 

The officers who investigated the case 
had determined absolutely that the 
girl did not give an accurate reply to 
their queries on the vital points in- 
Volved in the case. 

Mary Boehme left her home last 
Thursday with only sufficient money to 
purchase three loaves of bread. She 
made the purchase. Then, instead of 
being immediately afterward kii- 
naped by an Italian, as her first tale 
to the authorities indicated. she is 
known to have visited three places 
with the purpose of disposing of the 
bread at less than the purchase price. 

The girl failed in disposing of the 
bread. The proprietors of the tbree 
teres which she visiied were sus- 
Picious, and refused to deal with her. 

With the exception of a few hours 
every movement which the gir! made 
from that time on has been carefully 
ascertained by the officers. There is. 
however, a bit of information lacking. 

A medical examination of the girl 
disclosed conclusively the fact that an 
attemp: had been made to assault her. 
but she suffered no injuries. It t the 
belief of the police that she is pur- 
Pporely witholding the very information 
which would lead to the apprehension 
of the young men. for such it 
thought her assailants must be. 

ALL HER MOVEMENTS. 
Thursday night Mary Boehme visited 
with a family on Mateo street from 
until 10 o'clock. Ste was placed on a 
far which would take her to Tenth 
and Figueroa streets. at which place 
she claimed faisely that her parents 
resided.

Sunday night the girl was sheltered 
in a house near Turner and Vignes 
Bircets. She remembers distinctly a 
fight which took place in that vicinity; 
remembers the appearance on the scene 
of a policeman, and then of following 
the patrol wagon with her eves as it 
Gashed off toward police headquarters. 

NO BRUTALITY THERE. 

Once again no brutality; no threats 
of death. no cruste of atale bread, but 
good, honest, warm meals, cheerful sur- 
roundings and pretty little attentions. 

At 2 o'clock Monday morning Mary 
Boechme was wandering along Bast 
Twenty-second street. A milkman had 
deposited a bottle on a doorstep, and 
Mary picked it up. She ran up the 
steps, rang the bell, and after arous- 
ing the family handed them the bottle. 
giving as a reason her fear that some 
kitten might play with it and break the 
receptacle. At 6 o'clock the same morn- 
ing she was found by an officer and 
taken home. 

‘This is the summary of one connected 
closely with the investigation: 

“All thie gueh about the abuse of 
Mary Boehme ie silly. The girl, to our 
knowledge, was treated with the great- 
est consideration at every place which 
she is known to have visited. I do 
not believe that her relations at home 
were agreeable, and the girl merely 
wandered away testing the hospitality 
of strangers.

There is a market in the United 
States for every carload of good 
oranges raised in California, or likely 
to be produced here. There is no per- 
manent market for poor oranges any- 
where. 

The California orange growers have 
tried to justify the unwise policy of 
sending poor fruit across the conti- 
nent on the plea that Eastern consum- 
ers demand it. There is just one little 
grain of truth in this statement. For 
the holiday trade at Christmas time 
there is a very narrow market for Cali- 
fornia oranges with no other qualifica- 
tion about them excepting that they 
are of good size and fairly well col- 
ored. Many people buy a dozen 
oranges at that particular time, which 
are intended rather for show than for 
actual use. This used to be so for the 
market on Thanksgiving Day, but it 
is so no longer. California usually bas 
a sufficient supply of fine Valencia 
Lates to meet that particular demand. 

But the plea that the Eastern con- 
sumers demanded our fruit with little 


number of our fruit growers have 
been shipping fruit in an unripe con- 


lent in all its qualities and would then 
bring good prices in the Eastern mar- 
kets. Besides this great mistake, they 
have made others possibly even worse. 
They have sent windfalls, and also 
oranges more or less nipped with the 
frost, oranges under-size, and in fact 
fruit in every way unfit for the market 
because really unsuitable for human 
foad. 

Now, if it were only*the shippers of 
this poor fruit who were to suffer, and 
if the injury done to fhe market could 
be limited to their shipments, the mis- 
take would not be so great as it is. 
But the shipping of oranges that are 
unripe, that are under-sized, that have 
been shaken from the trees by the 
ind, or that have been nipped by 
the frost, hurts the reputation gen- 
erally of our whole crop. The cen- 
sumer who tries to enjoy an orange af 
this description becomes prejudiced 
against all California oranges by the 
disappointment created by this poor 
fruit. 

This year has been no exception in 
this experience to the years that have 
gone by before. The market up to 
Christmas was in excellent shape, but 
after the holidays were passed the 
demand for California oranges always 
drops to a very low point in all east- 
ern markets, and remains so for a 
period of several weeks. The presence 
of the poor fruit described above

fruit of that quality they will come 
back into the market and buy freely. 
It perhaps is a hard thing to bring 
about, but if there could be some ar- 
rangement made between the growers, 
by which shipments of poor oranges 
across the continent would be brought 
to a full stop, it would be large money 
in the pockets of the growers while 
such a policy was in force. There are 
hundreds of cars of poor stuff sent out 
of here year by year, which are worse 
than a dead loss. The shipper very 
often has to dig up a round sum to 
pay the railroads for hauling the rub- 
bish Kast.

The School City is described as claimed, in actual practice—it must 
as a “method of civic training, or ap- be well worth a more extended trial. 
prenticeship, by which the pupils are 
led by their teachers through the 
actual governing of their own school 
community, to perform the duties of 
active citizenship intelligently and 
faithfully. The three divisions of 
popular government, legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial, are established. The 
pupils elect a City Council, Mayor, 
City Clerk, judge, clerk of court, 
treasurer, and such other officers 
as circumstances may require. The 
Mayor, with the concurrence of the 
City Council, appoints a police force— 
a chief for the whole school and a 
captain and four police for each room, 
which is a ward of the School City. 
For moral influence and civic practice, 
elections are held at least four times 
year.” 

The pupil officials are advised and 
guided by the teachers. It ts said that 
the court and the police department 
have proved to be valuable means of 
instruction, and that “the children 
understand that the officers are not for 
officiousness but for kindly service to 
all the citizens.” It is claimed that 
except for the hour or two used in the 
original organization, “no recitation 
or study time is absolutely necessary, 
though as much as an hour a week 
ought to be allotted to this work.” 
The pupils are thrown almost wholly 
upon their own resources for main- 
taining order, which they do effec- 
tively, In most cases through their own 
discipline. The further claim is made 
that the system does not distract in- 
terest from the regular school work, 
but increases it,” that “politeness, 
kindness, good manners and good 
character are fostered,” and that “the 
Golden Rule becomes a part of the 
constant practice.” 

Of course the essential purpose of 
the plan is to inculcate, at the begin- 
nings of education, the principles of 
independence and _ self-government— 
principles which every citizen should 
understand and be loyal to, The 
school, under this system, is made 
a self-contained, démocratic govern- 
ment, formed mostly upon municipal 
models.

RIFF REVISION. 

In an address delivered at Min- 
neapolis, in April, 1904, the President 
pointed out some of the difficulties that 
will attend a revision of the tariff 
whenever such work ts undertaken. 
The President said, in part: 

“The fact that the change in a given 
rate of duty may be thought desirable 
does not settle the question whether it 
is advisable to make the change im- 
mediately. Evert? tariff deals with 
duties on thousands of articles ar- 
ranged in hundreds of paragraphs and 
in many schedules. These duties af- 
fect a vast number of Interests, which 
are often conflicting. If necessary for 
our welfare, then, of course, Congress 
must consider the question of chang- 
ing the law as a whole or changing 
any given rates of duty; but we must 
remember that whenever even a single 
schedule ia considered some interest 
will appear to demand a change in al- 
most every schedule in the law; and 
when it comes to upsetting the sched- 
ules generally the effect upon the 
business interests of the country would 
be ruinous.” 

Only those who are well informed on 
the subject know the difficulties at- 
tending a revision of the tariff. So 
delicately adjusted is the balance that 
to touch one schedule is to disturb all. 
To favor one industry at the expense 
of another is manifestly unfair. When 
once the work of tariff revision has 
been entered upon, it becomes a diffi- 
cult matter to draw the line at a 
stopping-place, Not that there is any- 
thing sacred about tariff schedules. 
They should of course be adapted to 
the conditions and the demands of 
commerce. But the work of revision 
is so complicated that it must neces- 
sarily occupy a considerable amount 
of time, during which the business 
aud industrial interests of the entire 
country are more or less disturbed. 

Stability of the tariff is necessary to 
prosperity. For this reason, alone, 
revision of the tariff should be en- 
tered upon with great caution, and 
only when it appears to be impera- 
tively necessary. It certainly is not 
necessary at the present time, when 
prosperity is at high tide throughout 
the country.

A 
few—comparatively few—-who profess 
to be protectionists, desire a change, 
in order that some special interests 
may be given an advantage which they 
do not at present enjoy. 

This jointure of anti-protection in- 
terests will hardly suffice to bring 
about tariff revision during the life of 
the present Congress. The majority of 
protectionists recognize the fact that it 
would be folly to meddle with the 
tariff at this time.

For the prin- 
cipal subscribers are not rich corpora- 
tions who seek legislative protection, or 
office holders, prospective or actual, 
but rich men who are anxious either 
for seats in Parliament or titular dis- 
tinctions. A large number of peerages, 
barcnetcies and knighthoods have been 
corferred since the Corrupt Practices 
Act was passed which are admittedly 
merely party rewards for liberal con- 
tributions to the electoral! 
fund. |

others might be named who owe their 
inclusion among the hereditary legis- 
lators to the fact that they have 
“shelled out generously to win vie- 
tories at the polls.

The Causes of the Commotion Over 
the Little Country in North- 
ern Africa. 

The little country in northern Africa, 
whose ruler rejoices in the comic op- 
era name of the Sultan Mulai Abdul- 
Aziz, has made itself into an interro- 
gation mark that is disturbing the 
sleep of Europe. The mailed fist of 
the German Kaiser, the downfall of 
Delcassé, kidnaping and murder are al! 
mixed up in it. There are tragic ele-

It goes back to 1889, when the powers 
were figuring on administering their 
regular spanking to the Sultan of Mo- 
rocco. Punishment was averted for 
the time being by the little country’s 
action at Madrid, when her Sherifeian 
government signed an agreement that 
the countries who had gathered for 
the purposes of castigation should be 
as the “most-favored na- 

Great Britain, France, Spain, Italy. 
Germany and the United States. 

Each was to have equal commercial 
rights for thirty years. And for the 
time being, this was held by the pow- 
ers to be all they were interested in, 
for the country offers a valuable com- 
mercial field, besides being in a com- 
manding political position 
France, however, was already strong in 
Morocco’s next-door neighbor, Algiers. 
and she wanted to increase her footing 
in the dark continent.
